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Settlement allows 


adult store to open

The Grayling Township Board 
of Trustees approved the settle- 
ment of a federal lawsuit last 
week, which will allow an adult 
video and novelty store to open 
its doors in the community. 

The agreement, which was 
unanimously approved by the 
board, will allow “Fantasies 
Unlimited” to operate at 6131 
M-72 West, but places strict lim- 
itations on many facets of the 
business including hours of 
operation, the manner and loca- 
tion in which sexually oriented 
items are displayed, exterior 
signs and building screening. 

Gregory Fisher Lord, a 
Sterling Heights attorney who 
represents adult business devel- 
oper Brad Vannatter, said the 
store will be open by the end of 
January. 

Grayling Township Attorney 
Monte Burmeister said the town- 
ship board worked endlessly to 
fight pornography and believes 
the agreement will protect chil- 
dren and minimize the negative 
effect on the community. 

The decision to enter into 
agreement is the result of a law- 


suit filed by.6131 M-72 West. ...- 


Inc. in United States District 
Court ih Bay City, seeking con- 
stitutional relief from Grayling 
Township’s Adult Entertainment 
ordinance. 

The township’s ordinance pro- 
hibits an adult business from 
opening within 1,500 feet of a 


residential area, 

The case was first presented at 
a pretrial hearing last October 
before U.S. District Court Judge 
David Lawson. 

Lawson’s preliminary deter- 
mination was that Grayling 
Township’s Adult Entertainment 
Ordinance was probably invalid 
and if enforced, would be seen as 
a violation of the business’s First 
Amendment Right to Freedom 
of Speech. In addition, recent 
developments in the Federal 
Sixth Circuit Court of Appeals 
indicated that the township’s 
ability to successfully defend its 
ordinance was severely compro- 
mised, Burmeister said. 

After looking at a number of 
settlement options including 
relocation of the business and 
buying out the business owner, 
township officials decided it 


-could not be a “big pocket 


spender” to avoid the business 
from opening. At that time, 
board members began working 
closely with VanNatter, the 
owner of “Fantasies Unlimited, 
to explore settlement options. 

The lawsuit will be dismissed 
if the agreement is approved by 
all parties. 
Lord said\ he is’ pleased the 
lawsuit was settled, which avoid- 
ed spending a large amount of 
time and money on the litigation.

Dam lowering project set to begin

The project to lower the 
AuSable River Dam will begin 
later this week after City of 
Grayling and state officials 
addressed an 11-hour liability 
issue. 

The Grayling City Council 


held a meeting last Thursday in 
order to tweak a liability waiver 
with the contractor for the pro- 
ject. 

When the city’s Millpond is 
lowered by one foot, a water pipe 
located near the dam will be 
exposed. Department. = of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) 
offictals have asked that the 
water main be relocated. 

The Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) which is fund- 
ing the dam lowering project, is 
giving the city $50,000 to relo- 
cate the water main or to repair 
the water main if it breaks during 
the project. 

Under a new liability waiver 
approved by the city council last 
week, Pete VandenBof, the 
owner of Pete’s Contracting, 
would have his insurance pay to 
fix the water main if his work 
causes damage to the pipe. Jf an 
indirect factor causes damage to 
the pipe while the project is 
under way or after work has been 
completed, the state will fix the 
pipe and pay the $50,000 to the 
city. 

‘If the water main does break 
we will just have it temporarily 
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fixed and we will relocate the’ 
water main in the summer,” said 
Steve Sendek, a fisheries biolo-- 
gist for the DNR. “It’s a good” 
deal for everyone.” : 
Constructed of log timber dur-” 
ing the late 1800s, the AuSable’ 
River Dam was originally used. 
to store logs which supplied the 
local lumber mills, The old U.S.‘

Gas well 
Savoy Energy’s 
proposed well 
draws national 
critique

The campaign to ie an: 


exploratory natural gas well out 
of the Huron-Manistee National 
Forest adjacent to the Mason 
Tract may have made progress 
recently, according to Anglers of 
the AuSable director Lance 
Weyeneth.

(USFS) has postponed its deci- 
ston on Savoy Energy’s proposed 
well until the end of January. 

“Any delay is a good thing,” 
said Anglers President Rusty 
Gates. 

Initially, the Forest Service 
said it would have a final deci- 
sion near the end of October. 
This was later extended beyond 
the holidays to mid-January.

Frederic Fire Department 
receives FEMA Grant

The Frederic Fire Department 
recently received a grant from 
the Fedcral Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
for $79,367, which Frederic Fire 
Chief Doug Pratt says will make 
his department safer and more 
effective. 

Frederic’s Fire Department 
went on 275 runs last year: 11) 
fire calls and 164 medical calls. 
Lovells, in that same year, went 
on 67 runs. Not only does 
Frederic’s Department cover 
Frederic Township, but it does 
EMS runs for Maple Forest and 
half of Lovells. 

“We don’t go into any other 
township without them first 
requesting us,” Pratt said. 


Department member Jason 


Dasho is in charge of Frederic 
Fire Department grants, and 
actually petitioned for the large 
one from FEMA. 


“In the last three years we’ve 
received about $130,000. We 
got one from Great . Lakes 
Energy for roughly $6,000, 
which went toward a mass casu- 
alty trailer. We also receive them 
from the state, and the FEMA 
grant is our second federal 
grant,” Dasho said. 

General expenses are tax sup- 
ported. 

The FEMA grant will be used 
for new gear and tools, among 
these are a thermal imaging cam- 
era, and Self Contained 
Breathing Apparatuses (SCBA). 

“Some of the SCBA’s were 
older than I am,” Pratt said. 

The Frederic Fire Department 
has thirty members, two of 
which are full-time. 

FEMA, a part of the U.S. 
Department of Homeland 
Security, donates significant 
amounts of money to fire and 
EMS services throughout the 
country, 


, 


asking for minor renovations and 
some equipment to be removed 
from the building instead of an 
extensive remodeling of the fire 
station which was previously 
requested. 

“They will take the building as 
is, but that really doesn’t matter 
to us because they will pay any 
renovation costs,” Lowe said. 

The City of Grayling shared its 
city hall with the crime lab for 
several years, before moving out 
of the building in 2000 to help 
keep the crime lab in town. The 
state pays the city $112,150 per 
year for use of the building. 

If the land swap takes place, 
Wright said the township may 
use the property to expand its 
recycling center, Those plans, 
however, depend on if the 
Grayling Little League continues 


to occupy the property. 

“We certainly would not ask 
the little league to move,” Wright 
said. “We would never do that.” 

Richard Alexander, president 
of the Grayling Little League, 
said the officials had studied the 
possibility to move its ball fields 
to Crawford County Fairgrounds 
near where the Grayling 
Redskins football fields are 
located. Uncertainty over the 
lease of the fairground to the 
county from the state and issues 
with the former fair board which 
has forced the cancellation of the 
fair the last two years have put all 
plans on hold. 

“We know what we have, so 
we’re committed to staying 
where we are,” Alexander said. 
“Ten years down the road, we 
don’t know.”

Moreover, the Anglers contend 
that the Forest Service EA down 
played the wells potential 
affects on recreational users and 
the local economy, concerns of 
pollution (sour gas and noise), 
new roads to the production 
facility, and the presence of rare 
and endangered plants. 

In a letter to Russell Bacon, 
Acting District Ranger of the 
USFS, Congressman Stupak said 
that “the threat for the release of 
liydrogeii sitive gas, Known as 
sour gas, during this drilling 
process ts very real. This gas can 
cause serious health problems for 
those who ate exposed to it...” 

Stupak also said that” the 
drilling process undermined 
George Mason’s intent when 
Mason donated the Mason’s 
Tract to the state “for the purpose 
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of allowing residents to enjoy an 
area of peace and tranquility 
atong the AuSable River.” 

Senator Stabenow said that 
Michigan is fortunate to have 
areas such as the Mason Tract, 
and that she shared the Anglers 
of the AuSable’s opposition to 
the drilling: 

“It is enjoyed by countless 
anglers, htkers, skiers and other 
outdoor recreation enthusiasts. It 
is my belief that this proposed 
drilling project threatens this 
unspoiled area and has innumer- 
able economic and environmen- 
ial costs,” Stabenow said.

We can be “hopeful” and still “worried,” 
which is a good place to start. 

Most poll respondents said Iraq 
should be the president’s highest priori- 
ty, and 53 percent said it was “untikely” 
Iraq will have a stable government. The 
lragi election is only 10 days after Mr. 
Bush’s inaugural. 

* * * 

IN THE FACE of polls that consis- 
tently reflect his approval rating in the 
50 percent range, Mr. Bush insists he 
has a public mandate. 

On Iraq, for example, according to the 
Washington Post interview, Mr. Bush 
said: 

“We had an accountability moment, 
and that’s called the 2004 elections. The 
American people listened to different 
assessments made about what was tak- 
ing place in Iraq, and they looked al the 
two candidates, and chose me.” 
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Apparently he considers his electoral 
“mandate” to extend to other parts of his 
vision for America, too. 

Mr. Bush received about 51 percent of 
the vote last November, and 48 or so 
percent voted against him. That’s more 
than his opponent received, of course, 
but is ita “mandate”? 

Another 50 percent of eligible voters 
did not bother to vote. Does that mean 
they were satisfied with the way things 
are going in America, and these silent 
Americans thus create a “silent man- 
date”? Jf that’s the case, where are these 
silent but content Americans when poll- 
sters ask: “Are you satisfied with the 
direction of the country?” 

Mr. Bush is president of all the people, 
not just those who voted for him. He is 


president of the 48 percent who 


opposed, as well as the 51 percent who 
supported — plus the 50 percent of non- 
voters, too. 

What seems to set George W. Bush

apart from many public officials is his 
inordinate confidence in himself. He 
never seems to have doubts or regrets 
about anything. 

Let us hope he is right... at least, most 
of the time.

INAUGURAL EXPENSIVE - 
Despite America’s wartime status, the 
second Bush Inaugural proceeds on 
January 20 with all the pomp and glitter 
of most inaugurals. Estimates set the 
total cost at about $40 million, with pri- 
vate contributions from individuals and 
corporations paying most of the freight. 

Criticism of inauguration lavishness is 
legitimate, in view of the war in Iraq and 
its steady flow of death, the Asian tsuna- 
mi catastrophe, floods and mudslides 
and natural devastation in our own coun- 
try, and other conditions, not to mention 
our federal deficit.

Tax code change approved by 
Congress treats authorized 
January 2005 contributions as 
deductible for 2004 

Anyone who wants to make a 
contribution for the relief of vic- 
tims of the December tsunami in 
the Indian Ocean has been given 
a tax incentive to do so during 
January 2005, U.S. Senator 
Debbie Stabenow (D-MI) said. 

“I was pleased to be able to 
join with my congressional col- 
leagues in prompt passage of 
this tax measure, which will 
benefit those who wish to con- 
tribute — or contribute more — 
for the relief of vicitms: of this 
terrible disaster,” Stabenow 
said. 

The legislation, approved by 
both the LLS.
